Response so far had not 
been too good, the Minister 
told journalists here, and fa- 
milies rnrust open their homes 
if children living under the 
most miserable conditions are 
to remain healthy 

Dr. G. Josephsthal, head of 
the Jewish Agency's Absorp- 
tion Department, stated that 
homec were needed for at least 
6.000 school-age children. 


There were some camps, 
however, where immigrants 
got wet because their tents 
had not yet been 
for the rainy sedson. At the 
Bnei Brak mo’abara the roofs 
of several tents were full of 
holes. Immigrants also com- 
plained that they did not have 
sufficient blankets. 

Officers in charge of ma’- 
absrot have completed ar- 
rangements for the transfer 
of children should flooding 
occur in the camps.
